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Record Rain Accompanies Edna 


Huricane Edna, which swept 
over Cape Cod last Saturday 
afternoon, broke all existing re- 
cords, in Wilmington, for rain- 
fall and left hundreds of cellars 
flooded, causing thousands of 
dollars in damage. A record 
7.71 inches of rain fell, during 
the storm, at the Brown's Cross- 
ing Levies station, with 6.50 
inches of rain beween the hours 
of 8 am, and 4:30 p.m. 

Winds in Wilmington were of 
relatively brief duration, start- 
ing about 2:30 p.m. and lasting 
until 6 p.m. 15 miles to the 
Southeast, in Boston, winds of 
much higher velocity were re- 
corded, causing heavy damage. 

During the noon hour only 
light brezes were felt, from the 
Northeast, in Wilmington, but 
by 2:30 p.m. they had increased 
to 45 mph, in gusts. By 3:30 p.m. 
the wind was NNE at a steady 
36 mph, and by 4 p.m. it was 
North, blowing in excess of 40 
mpb. At 4:30 the wind was re- 
corded at about 50 mph, from the 
North, and shortly thereafter 
it became NNW, and blew in 
excess of 60 mph. The wind be- 
gan to quiet down about 6 p.m. 


Rainbow ~ 
At the sunset, all was calm. 
rainbow, covering 
half of the eastern sky, was ob- 
sserved by many, and reminded 
them of the rainbow that had 
appeared to Noah. 
Electricity 

The Reading Municipal Light 
shut off all electricity at 1:10 pm, 
When it became apparant that 
wires would be short circuited 
by falling branches. Dismay was 
widespread, throughout the 
town, at this action. Many homes 
had had current for only 24 or 
36 hours, when current was cut 
off a second time. 

The company kept their en- 
tire augmented working force 
standing by, and the trucks were 
sent out as soon as the storm 
began to abate. Working all 
night, clearing lines, they had 
the major part of the service 
restored by Sunday noon, and 
at 3:30 p.m. only a few streets 
remail to be done, among 
them Lake street and Mac Don- 
ald Road. 

The Wilmington Tree Depart- 
ment, augmented by crews from 
the Highway Department, work- 
ed in conjunction with the Read- 
ing light, clearing trees and| 
branches from the wires. Trees 
were reported across the wires 
on Parker street, West street, 
Sunerest Avenue, Grove'Avenue, 
Hopkins . Pauf street 
and Miller Road, and in nearly 
every other part of town there 
were branches resting on the 
wires, which had to be removed 
{before current could be re- 


stored.

In one case a cellar was in- 
spected by the Board of Health 
after an urgent call. It was 
found to be flooded, with the 
water increasing. It was the 
home of an expectant mother 
and two children. Finding that 
the cellar could not possibly be 
pumped for some hours, the 
Civil Defense was sent to eva- 
cuate the family only to be met 
with an indignant, “Then I can 
move in with my mother-in-law, 
next door.” 

Chairman of the Board of 
Health, Frank Haggerty, made 
a trip to Cambridge in one of 
the School Department trucks 
and brought back 1000 pounds 
of dry ice, for distribution to 
Wilmington stores, in order that 
food-stuffs might ‘be preserved. 
He found the ice to be under 
priority orders, set up by Gov- 
ernor Herter, and was able to 
get some only because the TM 
had Dros enterally provided all 
Town Officials with identifica- 
tion papers.

Lighting Municipal Light serves four towns, Wilmington, Reading, 
North Reading and Lynnfield. It is a conservatively organized 
business which returns a good percentage of its investment annual 
ly to the treasury of Reading. It is a company of which any stock- 
holder can be proud. Pennies are watched and there are no frivo- 
lous details. For ordinary service, it rates very high in the belief 
of this paper. The trouble of course was that “Carol” made 
things quite out of the ordinary. 

‘We cannot talk about 1954 other than to report that there are 
about 10,500 customers, of which, we believe 25% are in Wilming- 
ton. : : 

We can talk about 1951 for we have the figures before us. 
In 1951 the Municipal Light Department paid to the Town of 
Reading the sum of 54,003.69. This was 2% percent of the primary 
cost of the equipment as of December 31, 1950, plus 10% of the net 
profit of the preceding year as defined in Chapter 164 of the Gen- 
eral Laws. In the same year, the Municipal Light paid $12,606.08 
in personal taxes to outside (Lynnfield, North Reading, and Wil- 
mington) towns. 

in 1951, the Town of Reading appropriated $17,500 plus in- 
come from ‘sale of power to the Light Company. This was an 
ordinary business transaction, one of good purpose, similar to 
that which we have argued should be transacted (and was transact- 
ed this year) with respect to the Wilmington Water Department 

In the year 1951 the Sen, of Maas $9,400.18 to the 
Municipal Light Department for street lights. 

We could” have a lot more figures in this column, buf it would 
only serve to confuse the issue. The figures we have cited can give 
the average reader what he wants to know—that the Municipai 
Light is well organized, and pays off, to the town of Reading, 
every year, a comfortable sum on the investment. 
re was the flaw? Why did it take so long to get lights in 
Wilmington. Why, eleven days after the hurricane, should a num- 
ber of ladies descend on the town hall, en mass, with their laundry, 
and demand to see the Town Manager? Why should a number of 
people call this paper, and want to know why the Selectmen’s 
lights were turned on before the rest of the town? These, and 
ot are serious questions, and demand answers. 

‘We don't profess to be able to answer them all. We doubt if 
any one person can answer them all. But we don’t believe for one 
second that any official of the Town of Wilmington was at all to 
blame for what has happened. TM Courtney and the Board of 
Selectmen made one mistake, (viewed from the position of a Mon- 
day Morning Quarterback) but this mistake did not in any way 
effect the restoration of electric lights in Wilmington. At no 
time, in no way, did any official of the Town of Wilmington at- 
tempt to influence the decisions of the Municipal Light. The deci- 
sions were all made in Reading. If there was a priority given to 
Wilmington selectmen, there is no blame to attach to Wilming- 
ton. It probably was accidental, for we know there was no priority 
given to any Reading official. 
aa? But, what the average citizen wants to know it: What happen- 


What happened in part, in our belief, stems from actions of a 
long time ago, actions in which the Reading Municipal Light com- 
pany officials may or may not have had their say. 

When Wilmington organized a Water Department, in 1926, 
there was a considerable faction that wanted the “latest, most 
modern electric pumps’” installed. These people were opposed 
by Caleb Harfiman. Harriman insisted that the Water Depart- 
ment should be self contained, and not dependant on an outside 
source of power. He won his way, and “new-fangled” diesels were 
installed. The proof of Harriman’s wisdom is shown in that t! 
Water Department never failed during the crisis. (Incidentally, 
we heard complaints from people who had never “bothered” to 


‘install town water; but keep the old electric pumps). 


When Reading built its new pumping station, and when it 
built its sewerage plant, electric power was installed. This was 
the first flaw. Because of this, the officials of the Municipal Light 
had first of all to devote their efforts to getting these two plants 
running. It was absolutely essential for the health and well-being 
of many residents of that town. In other words, the company offi- 
cials, the very first thing after “Carol”, had somebody else’s prob- 
lems dum into their laps. 

We don’t know how much time and effort was involved in this, 
‘but it was time and effort that was taken from the residents of 


the other three towns. 
The Company was organized for what may be-compared to a 
Page re basis,” and suddenly it was in the middle of a “war”.

Over a period of years, one is inclined to forget hurricanes. 
The final say as to the policies of the Reading Municipal Light 
lies in the power of the voters of the Town. It is a nice thing to 
get a 10% return every year. The voters are not interested in 
“extra” costs that look forward to eventualities that may never 
occur. They want to run the company in an economical manner 
and to get a dividend every year. There are human wishes and 
the voters of Reading are human. 


THE PETITION 

We have been reliably informed that the “petition” of which 
we spoke several weeks ago consists of a petition to ballot on the 
Town Manager form of government, next spring. This is some- 
thing for which there is a provision in the Town Charter, which 
states that such a question may be put on the ballot after three 
years of Town Manager government, and not more than once in 
three years. 10% of the registered voters must sign, to put this 
on the ballot. 

We went on record, some time ago, that we would never 
spearhead any movement, either for or against the Town Manager 
form of government. We believe that any such movement, after 
the original vote, must come from the people themselves, and 
that we must remain neutral. We have so informed at least one 
person who is in the “petition movement.” 

However, such neutrality will not prevent us from comment- 
ng on the situation, editorially, if we see such occasion. Nor will 
it prevent us from printing legitimate news of this movement, in 
the same manner in which this paper covers all other news in 
Wilmington. The group may write letters, etc., to this paper, al- 
ways remembering that we never print any letter which is un- 
signed. We will withhold signatures, if requested, but we must 
know who wrote the letter, for our own sense of fair play. 


, TOWN HALL HOURS 

_ Once again the hours of the Town Hall have been changed, 
this time to winter hours. The hours are now from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m, 
During the summer months they are from 8 a.m. to 4 p.m, An 
added provision now, is that someone will be in attendance during

Another proposal was to im- 
pose a $5 fee, or some such sum, 
on each bill filed. This too, has 
its limitations. 

The Massachusetts Federation 
of Taxpayers have had a bill for 
the past two or three years 
which we feel could relieve.the 
Legislature of about 10% of its 
load. This ,is what we call the 
Home Rule Bill. It failed to 
pass this year, although we have 
good hopes for it. It stems from 
the Locrian Code, of Demos- 
thenes, in ancient Athens. 

10% of the bills that are filed 
are strictly of a very local na- 
tufle. Legislatures should not 
have to entertain; these bills, 
unless they have first been vat- 
ed by the community involved. 
Pressure groups, in towns 
sities, are quite frequently re- 
sponsible for these, groups that 
may be much out of tune with 
their communities. A town or 
city may refuse to vote for a 
certain item, only to find that 
fone othe: Legisiture, and it 
jone to ure, it 
fright possibly be voted into law 
anyway, over and against the 
wishes of the majority of the 
people involved! 

Why did the people lose Home 
Rule, in the first place? The 
towns perhaps took the attitude 
of “Let George do it"—what- 
ever losses the local governments 
have lost ought to be attri- 
buted to local apathy. 

A prime example of the type 
of bills that should not have to 
be considered is one that Sena- 
tor Stone had to file, some few 
l4e3 ago for the Town of 
Chatham. That town wanted to 
correct a minor boundary line, 
by which it would have to pu 
chase two square feet of land. 
It had to file a bill for a special 
act of the Legislature. It was 
heard by committees, and _pass- 
ed through the Senate OK, but 
when it got into the House an 
amendment was added.

School Committee, the Wifd- 
wood School Building Commit- 
tee, the Town Counsel, and the

According to the reports given 
Wednesday evening, the contrac.

he were to receive a letter which 
said that a “substantial” amount 
of the work was done. Other 
reports were that only 4 very 
few men were working in the 
building. One of the School Com- 
mittee members said he had vis-i 


two persons working. Others re- 
minded the group that the work 
was now five months behind 
schedule, and that the main 
work force of the Contractor 
was working on a school in a 
nearby town. 

School committee members 
Mrs. Ruth Grateyk and Arthur 
Lynch wanted to know exactly 
what was meant by the word 
“suvstantial,” which the contr. 
actor wanted used. They were 
told that it meant about “85% of 
the work done.” Nicholas De Fe- 
lice, of the School Building Com- 
mitte reported that the actual 
work done was between 78% 
and 79%. 

There was no disagreement of 
any type betwen the various 
members of the two committees, ;

Citizens Protest 

Seven citizens were at the 
meeting to protest over a situa- 
tion located by one of Wilming- 
ton’s business establishments. 
The citizens felt that a nuisance 
existed, which endangered their 
children.

In addition, they 
felt, they were exposed to other 
harmful conditions, among them 
odors. 

Chairman of the Board of 
Health Frank Haggerty was 
present, and he read a review 
of the history of the establish- 
ment to the board, interrupted 
frequently by one or other of 
the citizens. Haggerty read con- 
siderable correspondence onthe 
subject, and stated that he 
agreed “99%" with the residents 
of the area, but felt that inas- 
much as the town had not ful- 
filled certain promises he want- 
ed this remembered. The discus- 
sion lasted for about half an 
hour. 

Selectman Charles Black said 
that the problem was strictly 
orte of the Board of Health, who 
he felt, had been doing a very 
fine job, far better than had 
been done in the past. “It is not 
their fault that this promise was 
not kept—it is not in their pro- 
vince. The money was not spent, 
and it wasn't under their con 
trol." 

Black was sympathetic with 
the people, but told them they 
couldn't force the issue in court, 
“for the Judge would hold that 
the Town had failed to do its 
part. The Board should take im- 
mediate steps to see that the 
present Town Manager is ac- 
quainted with the situation, and
